@eposed Vice President wielded 
considerable influence within the

The detained AS.U. members, 
according to Egyptian circles, had 
followed Sabry’a lead in criticizing 
President Sadat (at a recent meet- 
ing of the 150-man Central Com- 
mittee) for entering the projected 
federation with Libya ang Syria 
The Egyptian circles added Sadat 
had been accused of diverging trom 
the policy of the late 
Nasser regarding domestic and ex- 
ternal affairs, 

Meanwhile, it was learned, Pre- 
ident Sadat is about to reorganize 
the A.S.U. by calling new elections 
to the Party’s governing: -bodies. 
These include the Central Com- 
mittee and the: 8-man Supreme Ex- 
ecutive Committee, of which Sabry 
was a member. It may also involve 
the 360-member People's Assembly, 
of which several leading eembers, 
including Labib Shukeir,

Rogers flies 
hack home 


ROME. — U.S. Secretary of State 
William Rogers left here by air yes- 
terday for Washington after ending 
8 tour of the Middle East with a 
one-day stop in Italy to report to 
the Italian Government and Pope 
Paul on the prospects for peace, 

During bis one-day stay‘in Rome, 
Mr. Rogers had talks with Italian 
President Guiseppe Saragat, Prime 
Minister Emilio Colombo and For- 
elgn Minister Aldo Moro. He also 
visited Pope Paul and took the op- 
portunity to discuss with him the 
fate of prisoners-of-war in both 
North and Sowth Vietnam. 

Mr. Rogers said later that the 
Pontiff had offered any humanita- 
rian assistance required on the pri- 
soners-of-war problem. 

Mr. Rogers’ visit to Rome touched 
off wild rioting on Saturday night. 
One thousand Maoist-line leftists 
threw firebombse at police, burned 
two police cars, broke shop win- 
dows and erected street barricades. 

They denounced Mr. Rogers as 8 
“hangman” and demanded “American 
‘withdrawal from Indo-China. Seven 
policemen were hurt in the distur- 
bances, which flared in downtown 
Rome, far from the suburban Hilton 
Hotel where Mr. Rogers was stay- 
ing.

The Community’s compromise de- 
cislon, which represented something’ 
of a victory for West Germany in 
the face of French hostiNty to a 
float, is likely to set back the Com- 
munity’s .moveg towards an econo- 
mis and monetary union. . 

The Belgian Cabinet was the first 
to follow up the Community's de- 
cislon at a special session. But 
against widespread expectations it 
decided against floating the Belgian 
franc. 

France and Italy are the Com- 
mon Market countries least affect- 
ed by the present crisis. 

France is protected from huge 
inflows of dollars by strong ex- 
change controis, which make !t dif- 
ficult for speculators to take money 
out of the country quickly. The 
Bank of France and the Bank of 
Italy were able to support the 
troubled U.S. dollar last week ag 
the erisis forced official exchange 
markets’ elsewhere to close down. 

In Washington, managers of the 

world monetary system were to 
meet later yesterday to assess West 


. Germany’s decision to ficat the

TH AVIV. — Forelgn Minister Abba 
Eban last night said that a main 
advantage in reaching a partial set- 
tlement of opening the Suez Canal 
was to disengage from the Soviet 
presence along the waterway. 

Answering questions at the Moked 
television programme, Mr. Eban said 
Israel also wished to convert the 
cease-fire into a permanent reality 
that would lead to peace. It was 
also hoped that a re-opened Canal 
would bring to a normalization of 
life along its banks. 

The Foreign Minister was speak- 
ing to a panel consisting of mode- 
rator-producer Eli Nissan, “Davar" 
editor Hanne Zemer’and “Ma'ariv’s" 
acting editor Shalom Rosenfeld, who 
were to have interviewed Secretary 
‘of State Rogers on Friday night. 
That interview was called off. 

Mr. Bban constantly cautioned 
against over-optimism that a par- 
tial agreement over the Canal re- 
opening was near. Queried on Mr. 
Rogers’ statement that the gap 
between the Israeli and Egyptian 
positions was being reduced, Mr. 
Eban said: “The discussions on that 
subject are In an active phase.” He 
also said that Mr. Sisco did not 
go to Cairo on Israel's behalf. 

Myr, Eban said that to be precise, 
Mr. Rogers had mentioned consi- 
derable gaps between Israel and 
Egypt.

NO CHANGE 

The spokesman noted that Is- 
rael's stand indicated that the “dif- 
ferences between the Egyptian and 
Israeli points of view were large 
and continuing.” He added that the 
“situation has not changed.” 

Mr. Sisco yesterday conferred for 
four houra with Mr. Sadat after 
first meeting with Forelgn Minister 
Ried. The earlier session was at- 
tended by Foreign Ministry off- 
eiais Salah Gohear and Mohammed 
Riad and Ashraf Ghorbal, the 
Bgyptian representative in Washing- 
ton. 

Premier Mahmoud Fawzi was 
present at the Sadat meeting, as 
were Mr. Riad and War Minister 
Gen. Mohammed Fawzi. 

Mr, Sisco was flying to London 
last night. 

The Calro press yesterday in- 
dicated that the Egyptians were 
divided over the assessment of the 
Rogers visit to the Middle Bast. 
In contrast to Mohammed Hassa- 
nein Heykal’s “Al-Ahram,” which 
on Saturday expressed the opinion 
that the Rogers mission “gave 6 
boost” to the situation, two dailies 
ditterly criticized it. “Al-Gomhou- 
riya” wrote that “the major -part 
of the visit was most probably 
spent in coordinating aggressive 
schemes and conspiracies.” “Al- 
Akhbar” said that only the U.S, 
had gained from the Rogers tour Οἱ 
since it portrayed itself as a coun- 
try which was earnestly seeking 
peace. 


LEBANESE ἘΜ. 

But in Amman, visiting Lebavese 
Foreign Minister Khalil Abu Ha- 
mad, expressed the hope that the 
Rogers trip would 16 to a “po 
aitive change” in the U.S. Middle 
East attitude.

Israel won't

Prime Minister Golda Meir has 
Stressed to Secretary of State 
Rogers Israel's insistence that it 
will not abandon—let alone destroy 
—the Bar-Lev Mne forts along the 
Suez Canal which would remain in 
the stretch of land to be vacated by 
the Israel army under ἃ separate 
Canal opeaing agreement. These 
military strongholds would be main- 
tained by Isvacl civilian technicians 
or by an Israel policing force, in a 
manner patterned on a proposed 
Egyptian presence on the eastern 
bank of the waterway. 


This is one of the maln points 
which is understood to have been 
included in 8 paper thet summed 
up Friday's top-level Israeli-Amer- 
ican talks in Tel Aviv on posatble 
proposals for a separate Canal ac- 


Israel has now replaced the term 
“a certain pullback” — indicating 
a thinning out of forces — which 


was still being used by Minister 
Israe] Galilt last Tuesday, by agree- 
Ing to an actual withdrawal to 
positions some 8-10 kilometres east 
of the Canal. This, however, is linked 
to the condition that Lsrael pere 
sonne) will remain in the Bar-Lev 
line for the maintaining of the 
forts. The depth of withdrawal wag 
not discussed in detail, since ir was 
understood to depend on a number 
of conditlons to be fulfilled. 


There was no difference of opinion 
however, between the Israelis and 
the Americans that there must be 
no crossing of the Canai by Egyp- 
tlan soldiers — within the frame- 
work of a Canal agreem2nt. 


There was reported to have been 
no agreement in the ta’ks on an 
American proposal for a ceiling of 
500 on the total number of 
personnel — Including technicians 
and token armed units — which 
would be allowed across the Canal.

Talks tomorrow

Premier Golda Meir is expected 
to confer tomorrow with her senior 
Cabinet colleagues on the results of 
Assistant U.S. Secretary of State 
Joseph Sisco's return visit to Cairo. 
These will have been conveyed to 
Jerusalem, by then, through the re- 
gular diplomatic channels in the Is- 
raeli and U.S. capitals. Mr. Sisco 
ts mot expected at this polnt to 
come back to Jerusalem. 

Yesterday's weekly Cabinet ses- 
sion, at which Mrs. Meir and For- 
eign Minister Abba Eban reported 
on the talks with Secretary of State 
‘Wiliam Rogers, were described by 
one reliable source as “informative 
rather than analytical.” The whole 


topic, including a brief discussion, 
tok up two hours of the Cabinet’s 
ie. 

Ministerial sources seemed anxious 
to play down some of the excite- 
ment in yesterday's press over the 
practical issues said to have been 
agreed upon with Mr. Rogers. The 
Sources declared themselves “satis- 
fied” that ideas had been exchan- 
ged with the Secretary of State, and 
that a consensus had been reached 
between Jerusalem and Washington 
over the usefulness of further cla- 
rifications. But it was too early to 
be optimistic, they cautioned, adding 
that yesterday's press had in fact 
shown exaggerated optimism.

— Soviet Defence 
Minister Andre! Grechko yesterday 
charged that “American imperialism 
is the main stronghold of aggression 
and reaction. 

“In the past several years,"" Grech- 
ko wrote in the Communist Party 
newspaper “Pravda,” “the United 
States undertook an escalation of 
the war in Indo-China and actively 
supports the Israeli aggression 
against the Arab states...” 

Grechko's remarks were standard 
rhetoric used every year in connec- 
tion with the Soviet celebration of 
the end of World War I, on May 
9, 1945.

36 KILLED BEFORE 
CEASE-FIRE OVER 


SAIGON 1AP). — aA Vietcong mine 
hurtied a sampan water taxi jam- 
med with market-bound Vietnamese 
civilians into the air yesterday, 
tossing the passengers into the path 
of a second mine in a Buddha birth- 
day tragedy that took ane of the 
heaviest tolls of lives this year. 

Saigon headquarters said 36 civi- 
l.ans were killed and the bodles of 
26 of them had ‘been recovered fronr 
the Cua Viet River near the demili- 
tarized zone. Field reports said, how- 
ever, that of the 44 persons aboard, 
30 were killed, 10 are missing and 
four were injured. 

Saigon headquarters classified the 
incldent as one of 51 “enemy initla- 
ted actions" reported by the Allied 
comnrands during ἃ 24-hour altled 
cease-fire in South Vietnam that 
overlapped a 48-hour Vietcong truce. 
The unilateral cease-fires were called 
to mark the 2,515th anniversary of 
the Lord Buddha. 

The Allred cease-fire ended at 
noon yesterday and combat opera- 
tions were resumed. The Vietcong 
truce is scheduled to run until7 p.m, 


Saigon time today. Half of the 51 
reported incidents were described as 
significant in that they resulted in 
casualties to one side or another. 
The U.S. Command reported two 
Americans killed and six wounded. 
It said American forces killed 10 
Communists. Saigon Headquarters 
reported a total of 43 South Viet- 
namese civiiang and 10 soldiers kill- 
ed and 16 civilians and seven sol- 
diers wounded. Government troops 
killed 24 Vietcong soldiers, the Saigon 


command said. 


In Hue, a young Buddhist priest 
burned himself to death in a protest 
against the war in Vietnam.

Ϊ CAUGHT this view of myself the 
other evening and thought that 
it would be worth while making the 
effort to examine my situation ho- 
nestly: because It has come about 
through circumstances which also 
affect the lives of other people. What 
I was doing at that moment was 
looking for the flat of a recent im- 
migrant from Britain; I have been 
interviewing such people and, when 
their story has been suitable, writing 
it up for publication in th: EnglHsh 
press; the intention is to counteract 
the news items of war in the Middle 
Past with stories on the daily lives 
of ordinary people — which will not 
persuade anyone to come on altya, 
but might quieten doubts. That 
evening, I had already called at se- 
veral addresses where the people 
had not been at home; it was the 
thought of failure and waste in this 
context which startled me into an 
awareness of what my preoccupa- 
tion amounted to. 

Our economic situation ἰ5 not des- 

. perate: I drove to Talpiot in our fa- 
mily car, and still wearing the clo- 
thes I bought fur my official visit 
three years ago; it will be some time 
before I shall begin to look shabby. 
I cannot plead that I am prostitut- 
ing what talent I have as a writer 
out of necessity. 

On the other hand, we are not 
managing well. Like all other im- 
migranis from the affluent countries 
to whom I have spoken, we are ad- 
justing to a lower standard of living. 
in England. my husband was a 
school teacher and we raised four 
children; only during the last few 
years did I earn an appreciable 
amount of money by my writing. 
The thought of, for instance, being 
able in Israel to afford meat only 
once a month instead of once a week 
did not worry me; I did not expect 
that we would not remain solvent. 
We believed that the rights which 
we had as new immigrants would 
help us to settle; we did not under- 


le

But I am not now primarily con- 
eerned with the financial aspect of 
our new life, though it cannot be ex- 
cluded from the total picture which 
is coloured by it. I don't believe that 
any. informed person voluntarily set- 
tling in Israel can accord the finan- 
cial aspect of his life such impor- 
tance that this is the direction from 
which comes the slow erosion of en- 
thusiasm. 


Opposite of propaganda 

When I first began to interview 
new immigrants, I was so disturbed 
by the experiences they toid me of, 
that I resolved fo write, instead of 
propaganda, whatever the opposite 
of it may be called. But I found my- 
self emotionally incapable of this: if 
I had rejected the idea of settlog in 
Israel, and wanted to make aut ἃ 
case why I had done so, I could have 
found words for what I had vaguely 
in mind. But 1 could not foster in 
myself an explicit negative attitude 
to what I was and am stiil trying to 
do. 
Now I am wondering if ic is pos- 
sible to clarify honestly what is 
worrying me, ard balance ths with 
an affirmation of our decision to 
settle. The othar day, someone whoze 
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judgement I respect who hasbeen 
here for 10, 12 years, told me un- 
equivocally what he has seen: People 
satisfied with their new life in Is- 
ταδὶ are people satisfied with the 
work they are doing. 

Amongst the women I have inter- 
viewed have been graduates in scien- 
ce or art who are now working as 
typists. Individually, they hesitate 
to put thetr frustration into words. It 
seems selfish to be preoccupied with 
one’s personal career: if thelr typing 
is what the country needs, they 
should be prepared to spend the rest 
of their lives typing for the sake of 
Israel, as professional women in the 
generations preceding us here were 
prepared to keep chickens or plant 
trees.. The attempt to adjust to this 
has a dual effect on people. It make., 
them feel humble because the abili- 
lues which are thelr pride have to 
be relegated, and being here becomes 
More valuable, as valuable ag the 
price which they are paying for it. 

T am not asking for sympathy: it 
seems to me that old settlers are 
too quick with thelr “when we 
came..." sort of reaction, as if 
what happens to any Jew In Israel 
were not something concerning the 
whole community. I know a dentist 
from Finland and a pediatrician 
from Czechoslovakia who are work- 
ing at Kupat Holim clinics and both 
say that conditions there make it im- 
possible for them to maintain their 
former professional standards — 
ought they to be satisfied, merely 
because they are now practising in 
Tsrael, is it all right for the Jeraelia 
that they are receiving inferior 
treatment for their teeth and their 
children? . 

Israelis called ‘they’ 

When I was a visitor here, I joked 
about knowing hardly any ἱ: 
saying that some of my friends hap- 
pened to have been living here for 
a Jong time. Most of the new im- 
migrants I have interviewed have 
social relations’ only with Angto- 
Saxons; it is not true that one be- 
comes integrated when one has 
learned to speak Hebrew: the cri- 
terion is when one no longer calls 
ihe taresils ney One London fa- 
mily,.by no means 1 earnest 
pleaded ‘for the abolition ΦΈΣΣ 
grant privileges: it Is these which 
‘are responsible, they believed, for 
the barrier between old-timers and 
new settlers. , 

After having spent altogether 
more than three years in the .coun- 
try, I do not know any"real" Israelis 
sufficiently well to feel sure why 
they reject us: they must know 
that our strongest motive for coming 
here was to join their community. 
Certainly, there is something wrong 
with us. Wanting to stop being what 
we are, Diaspora Jews, seems to me 
amount to an admission of this. 1 
came to Israel as years ago I left 
Germany — because I am a Jew. 

As α visitor, I was welcomed for 
who lam. I made far more friends 
at that time than we have made as 
@ family since we came to settle. 

I,am trying to work my way 
through to some insight by citing 
examples. The other day, I met a 
Moroccan Jew, a former bank ma- 
nager, who brought: his three daugh- 
tera to Israel because he did not 
wish to run the risk of having them 
marry Arabs: the best jod' offered to 
him was that of tally clerk in the 
port of Ashdod. He thought that 
there was discrimination against 
him as an Oriental Jew; quite a 
number of people from Hngtand 
have had to accept equivalent cuts 
in their professional careers, without 
helng able to give — to others or. 
to themselves — such a simple, con- 
vincing reason why they should do 
so, or being certain of getting 
results In exchange. 

“I would never go back,” an un- 
employed chemist with a Ph.D. said 
to me, " it would make Israel look 
so bad in London.” I think that per- 
haps Israelis don’t believe that any- 
one nowadays comes for idealistic 
reasons, as most peopie did before 
the 1950s. I think that they are baf- 
fled by those of us who do — unless 
we call tt religion and are observant. 

In fact, I was provided almost a 
year ago with a clue to what causes 
our frustration ; I have refused to 
follow it bp until now. When we took 
part of an old house in Jerusalem’s 
German Colony, our immigrant 
friends said: “That just the sort 
of thing we're looking for,” but Is- 
raelts thought us mad for rejecting 


. the advantages of a modern flat in 


favour of “atmosphere.” 

The Israelis are materialistic — I 
am not making a value judgement 
hut recording a fact of which I was 
mot formerly aware. In our en- 
deavour to integrate we fall into 
step with them: our settling here ig 


reduced to its various physical aa- | 


pects. We take flats which are in- 
ferlor to those we used to have, 
paying more money for them, and 
less satisfying jobs at lawer sala- 
ries; that I cannot find permanent 
work seams more important to me 
now than that I have at last, after 
a break of two yeats, begun to 
write poems again, Like refugees, 
we replece the family and friends 
we have left ‘behind with people 
who have suffered the same expe- 
rience.

EF papers the world over page 
three, with its foreign mews, 
sports reports, local items, car- 
toons, or whatever — is simply 
the page that follows page two and 
Precedes page four, Not so in 
Italy. There the third page is ἴα 
terza pagina, a very special thing, 
ἃ Venerable Institution. 

Tt stérted on December 10, 1901, 
when Ajberto Bergamini, then editor 
of the newly founded Rome daily 
"Il Giornale D'Italis," decided to 
devote an entire page exclusively 
to reports and criticism about D'An- 
nuncio's play “Francesco de Ri- 
mini,” which had just nad its pre- 
miere. For this he picked the third 
page. 

The idea proved so successful 
that Bergamini decided to reserve 
the third page of his paper per- 
manently for art, music and book 
reviews, Soon The Third Page also 
played host to original literary 
works and many authors who later 
won fame collected the stories 
they had first published on it into 
complete books. 

Idea copied 

Other papers copied the idea 
with equal success and the tradi- 
tlon of the daily “Third Page” be- 
came firmly established. In a coun- 
try where by and large only the 
upper classes would read hooks 
and literary journals, The Third 
Page served as a medium for writ- 
ers, artists, and, later on, also 
scientists, to reach the masses. 
All this was before the time of 
the great proliferation of popular 
digests and specialized weekly ma- 
gZazines, 

It goes without saying that The 
Third Page reflected the partisan 
position of its paper, but over and 
above that, it made its Influence 
felt by raising the general tone 
and the quality of writing of the 
rest of the paper. 

The Fascists naturally were 
quick to bend The Third Page to 
their purpose. But literature and 
art are good vehicles for subtle 
criticism and veiled protest. Thus 
some Third Pages succeeded in 
preserving a certain amount of in- 
dependence, although Mussolini did 
mot hesitate to close down papers 
which displeased him. 

The Third Page naturally chang- 
ed with the times. Today it is 
favishly iJustrated with photos, 
drawings and clever cartoons. 
Poetry has almost completely dis- 
appeared from the page — modern 
readers have no time for it, even on 
the leisurely and sometimes reflec- 
tive Third Page. In imitation of the 
foreign press,-some Italfan news- 
Papers have instituted weekly or bi- 
weekly dook sections. But the 
practice is not widespread; The 
Third Page. with its unique Italan 
flavour is holding its own. 


Great writers 


Almost all the great writers of 
Italy have contributed to The Third 
Page, which in some instances gave 
them their start by- providing an 
early platform for their-work. 

A typical Third Page in a re- 
cent edition of a large Rome daily, 
for Instance, consists of a lengthy 
‘review of a recent book on Nas- 
ser published in Italy. The article, 
by a professor of literature, is il- 
lustrated with a three-column pic- 
ture of Nasser. This main story is 
supplemented by a theatre review, 
8 travel report and the survey of a 
current art exhibition. 

The above exposition of The 
Third Page was given in a lecture 
by the well-known Itallan author 
and critic, Enrico Falgqui, at the 


opening of an exhibition devoted to |. 


the Italian daily press, at Beit 
Merkaz Lanoar in Tel Aviv recent- 
ly. The show’ which closes on 
May 18, features over 50 samples 
of Italian dailies and weeklies and 
has a special section devoted to 
The Third Page, The exhibition is 
sponsored by the Italian Cultural 
Inatitute and the Tel Aviv Munl- 
cipality Cultural Department.

— British businesa-~ 
men with governmental blessing 
have quietly offered Communist 
China a multi-million-dollar credit 
to finance the purchase of six jet 
airliners.

Answer: I like to call it “integrat- 
ed collectivism.” you can even call 
it ecumenical, if you want. We aim 
at taking the best from each school, 
without any restrictions. We hupe 
the Institute turns into a place 
where the different systems can co- 
exist, and where the students are 
not confused by the different schools. 
While here in 196485 as a consult- 
ant for WHO, she suggested estab- 
lishing the Institute, so it is her 
“brain-chiid.”

STATISTICS 


Following the success of 
year’s campaign, Raphael Gil 
Israel Public Opinion Polls (Pori) 
was called in to survey the needs 
of women drivers. First came the 
Statistics: 7 per cent of all driving 
licence holders in Israel are women: 
25,500 of them in all (No details 
were given as to the percentage of 
women drivers involved in acci- 
dents: reputedly low, despite the 
hackneyed jokes about women adriv- 
ers. Whatever else, they tend to be 
cautious and careful.) 


Some of the suggestious and com- 
ments made by women drivers. in- 
terviewed were obviously not to be 
taken seriously; there was the 
woman who earnestly urged sepa- 
rate petrol pumps far women — “to 
avoid having to battle {a the queue 
with male drivers.” Others emphasiz-

The minimum pension, according 
to the Bar-Niv formula, will amount 
to 18-20 per cent of the national 
average monthly wage. This com- 
cares wid ὅδ 12 oer cent of te 
day's Natfonal Insurance pension. 
At the other end of the scale, those 
with very high pensions will be get- 
ting ‘only IL60 a month from the 
National Insurance Institute. In the 
case of some Histadrut pensioners,

thelr former Salaries. 


One very significant aspect of the 
proposals ig that a national pension 
scheme has been worked out on a 
progressive basis.

Bringing U.S. blacks 
to see what Israel is

Anti-Semitism is alien to Amer- 
jean Black culture and American 
Blacks are not particularily antl- 
Israel. However, Fatah propaganda 
in the U.S. is very effective, while 
Israel's ability to communicate its 
good aspects is inadequate, two of 
the leaders of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colour- 
ed ‘People told The row): in Jerusa- 
jem yesterday. 

The NAACP, the American civil 
rights organization once headed by 
Martin Luther King, is planning to 
organize tours to Israel for its mem- 
bers, and here to scout out the 
ground are Mr. Kivie Kaplan, Pres- 
ident, Mr. Warren Howard, assistant 
to executive director Roy Wilkins, 
and Mr, James Tarter, director of 
the national department for tourism. 

Mr. Kaplan is not black, but 
im fact an American Jew. “The 
NAACP was founded 50 per cent by 
White people and very many of 
them were Jews. So there's nothing 
to be surprised at that a Jew is 
heading the organization,” he says. 
“The NAACP is a civil rights orga- 
nization and has members from ali 
sections of society, our aim is social 
change, and its not an exclusively 
black movement,” Mr. Tarter adds. 

The reports of clashes between 
Jews and Blacks in the U.S. are 
sensationalized and exaggerated by 
the press, Mr. Tarter continues. 
There are isolated instances of 
Clashes between members of the 


two ethnic groups, just as there are 
among the Blacks themselves. The 
anti-Israel stance adopted by some 
American Blacky is the result of 
the American love of the underdog 
as well as the propaganda success 
of the Fatah and the failure of 
Israel to counter it effectiveiy. 

Bringing American Blacks to I- 
rael on visits and letting them 
see the reality for themselves will 
put an end to the militantly anti- 
Israel stance among the Blacks, Mr. 
Howard thought. He also said “the 
550,000 Black Jews in the U.S. 
would form one of the sources" of 
the tourism which they hope to 
start sending here next year. 


LOOKING FOR PREJUDICE 

The two NAACP leaders, as well 
as Mr, Kaplan, said that they are 
enjoying thcir stay very much, but 
pointed οὐκ that they were distover- 
.ng for themselves things of interest 
to blacks which were pot included 
in their itineraries. “We saw ἃ 
Negro soldier, in the uniform of the 
Israel army. We also saw a group 
of Blacks who live in the Old City, 
introduced ourselves and learned that 
they originally come from Chad. 
Tomorrow we are going to see the 
Black Jews of Dimona, these are 
very interesting phenomenon” This 
is of particular interest to them 
hecausy one of the purpose of their 
visit is to see if prejudice exists 
against Blacks in Israel. So far 
they seem to be satdsfied that it 
does not.
